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lowa Workforce Development

The Divisions within the lowa Workforce Development include:

» The Division of Administrative Services provides administrative support functions for
the Department, including employee services, building/premises management, office
services, financial reporting, and accounting.

» The Division of Labor Services is responsible for the enforcement of programs
designed to protect the safety, health and economic security of all lowans. The
programs are also designed to protect employees from dangers in the workplace and
protect employees' rights to be paid wages. The Division protects lowa's children
from dangers in the workplace. The Division’s activities include; Occupational Safety
and Health Administration (OSHA); contractor registration; asbestos permits and
inspections, amusement ride inspections, boiler and elevator permitting and licensing.

 Workers’ Compensation provides adjudication, compliance, and education, pertaining
to Workers’ Compensation claims.

 The Labor Market and Workforce Information Division provides labor market
information. The Division collects, analyzes and prepares economic statistics and
information that describes labor areas in terms of economic trends, industries,
occupations, wages and workers.

« The Unemployment Insurance Services Division provides services to businesses,
workers, and the citizens of lowa, by collecting unemployment insurance taxes,
maintaining the lowa Unemployment Compensation Trust Fund, and making
payments to eligible jobless workers.

» The Division of Workforce Center Administration is responsible for the delivery of
various State and federally funded employment and training services. Services are
delivered through 15 regional one-stop centers and 55 local offices.
